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GEORGE C. WALLACE 


T^he son of a Clio, Alabama, dirt farmer, George Corley Wallace, 
•*• born on May 25,1919, learned early the value of money and the 
meaning of work. To help his family during Depression years, he 


. picked berries and sold magazines. 


By age fifteen, he was a page in the Alabama State Senate 


and traveled the state on one-night boxing tours. In 1936 and 1937, 
he won the Southern Golden Gloves bantamweight championship, 


At the University of Alabama, Wallace worked at odd jobs to 


put himself through law school. He graduated at 23 and immedi- 
ately enlisted in the U.S. Air Corps. An attack of spinal meningitis 
ended his piloting hope and he became a B-29 flight engineer, 
serving combat missions over the Pacific. 


During May, 1943, he married a department store clerk 


named Lurleen Burns. 


After the war Wallace returned to Alabama and became as- 


sistant attorney general, One year later, at 27, he was elected to the 
Alabama House of Representatives and served two terms. During 
these years, he was campaign manager to then-current governor 
Jim Folsom and a delegate to the Democnu^c.tyatjpnal Convention

Against strong opposition in 1953, he was elected to the State 


District Court Third Judicial District judgeship. 


He placed second in a field of 14 in the 195S Governor's race in 


the primary and lost the general election. Four years later, he came 
back to win by the biggest vote a gubernatorial candidate had 
received in State history. 


In 1963, Wallace made his "stand in the schoolhouse door" at 


the University of Alabama, allowing the registration of Negro stu- 
dents only after Feclerali/ation of the State National Guard. 


He entered three Presidential primaries in 1964 and scored 


impressively before withdrawing in unspoken favor of Sen. Barry 
Goldwater.

Unable to obtain legislation removing the one-term limit to 


his office, Wallace ran his wife for Governor in 1966 and was in- 
strumental in her victory.

Fragments 
Were Still 
in the Brain

LOS ANGELES (AP) - It 


may be days or weeks before 
the full medical story of Sen. 
Robert F. Kennedy's assassina- 
tjon^is told, but one fact appar- 
«itty 'has been " established: 
Death was due to a bullet In the 


The coroner's chief medical 


examiner said Thursday after a 
six-hour autopsy: "The cause of 
death was ascribed by me as 
gunshot wound of the right mas- 
toid penetrating the brain." 


Dr. Thomas T. Noguchi told 


newsmen that pieces of the bul- 
let and the mastoid bone behind 
the right ear "severely dam- 
aged the main portion of the 
right side of the brain and 
reached about the center of the 
brain." 


He said the damage was so 


extensive "it could not help but 
cause death" but he would not 
speculate on reports the senator 
was partly paralyzed during the 
25 hours he clung to life after 
the shooting Wednesday. 


Noguchi said routine tests of 


brain tissue and vital organs re- 
moved during the autopsy would 
continue for days or even weeks 
but he was confident they would 
not change his decision on the 
cause of death. 


"Quite a few fragments of the 


bullet were still in the brain," 
Noguchi said. Surgeons who op- 
erated on Kennedy shortly after 
the shooting reported they had 
obtained all but one fragment. 


"It is remarkable that the at- 


tending physicians were able to 
remove as many fragments as 
they did," Noguchi said. 


An indication of the force of 


the 22-caliber bullet, fired at 
close range, was seen in X rays 
showing fragments in the cere- 
brum, the forepart of the brain 
which is the seat of thought 
processes, The pathologist said 
further study would be needed 
to determine whether the frag- 
ments were bits of bone or bul- 
let. 


Damage earlier had been re* 


ported confined to the cerebel- 
lum, the rear section of the 
brain, and the brain stem con' 
necting with the spinal cord, No- 
guchi said the major damage 
was in these areas, with an ar- 
tery supplying the cerebellum 
severed, 


A second bullet, not a cause of 


death, was found in the back of 
the neck just beneath the skin, 
Noguchi said the bullet entered 
the right armpit and coursed 
upward. 


The pathologist declined to 


speculate on whether Kennedy's 
arm was raised or which bullet 
was fired first, 


Noguchi said a more exten- 


sive- summary would be made in 
a few days and 3 full official re- 
port would be prepared after 
further tests and evaluation.

The new fighting suggested 


that fresh Viet Cong troops may 
be surfacing. The Cholon area is 
reported infested with cells of 
Viet Cong being held In reserve. 


In central Saigon, two gun- 


men on a motorbike, believed to 
be Viet Cong assassins, killed a 
South Vietnamese army lieuten- 
ant today half a block from the 
house of U.S. Ambassador Ell- 
sworth Bunker. They escaped. 


The latest enemy shelling—25 


rocket and mortar rounds—hit 
the dock area, central Saigon 
and a residential area just 
northwest of the capital. Initial 
reports -listed two Vietnamese 
civilians 'and a policemen killed 
and 12 civilians wounded. 


One round today landed near 


Grail Hospital, Saigon's leading 
hospital, but caused no new cas- 
ualties. Two senior Vietnamese 
officials, 
Maj. Gen. Nguyen 


Ngoc Loan, chief of the national 
police and Col. Van Van Cua, 
mayor of Saigon, are in Grail 
Hospital r e c o v e r i n g from 
wounds from street fighting in 
Saigon.
